QUITS RADIO CHAIN 


Resignation as Head of New 
Air System Confirmed—No 
Reason Announced, 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5 (AP).— 


rne resignation of Elliott Roosevelt 
las president of the newly formed 
rranscontinental Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, which had been rumored in 
radio circles for several days, was 

. affirmed today by officers of the 


chain. 


Roosevelt, son of the President 
anda prime mover in the organiza- 
tion of the new system, resigned as 
of Dec, 31. No reason was given. 

The new broadcasting system 
was understood to have grown prin- 
cipally out of the newly discovered 
popularity of night-time “repeats” 
of daytime radio dramatic serials. 

The established networks were 
unable or reluctant to provide air 
time, and almost overnight the 

continental chain was organ- 
iz From unaffiliated stations 


throughout the country, with Roose- 


velt as president and John T. 
Adams, manager of Roosevelt's 
Texas State network, as board 
chairman. : 

With more than 100 member sta- 
tions, the network originally was 
scheduled to make its debut New 
Year’s day, but at the last minute 
a delay was announced. Since then 
the plans have been in doubt. 

The hitch was reported in radio 
circles here to have been a disagree- 
ment with the Chicago agency 
whic his a principal producer of 
the serials. 

Programs produced by the clients 
of this agency were said to have 
been the nucleus of the proposed 
network along with the Texas State 
network with which Roosevelt is 
affiliated. 

Some of the principal staions in 
the new network are WMCA, New 
York; WJJD and WIND, Chicago; 
KFWB, Los Angeles; KQV, Pitts- 
burgh; WJBK, Detroit; KYA, San 
Francisco; KXOK, St. Louis; 
WIJIBW and KFJZ, New Orleans. 

The network's headquarters is in 
New York. It had an expected 
35 hours a week of sponsored time, 
yielding an estimated $6,000,000 a 
year. 


DOUGLAS FAIRBANKS’ WIDOW 
IS LEFT HALF OF HIS ESTATE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5 (AP).— 
Douglas Fairbanks’ will, with no 
mention of his former wife, Mary 
Pickford, was filed today bequeath- 
ing half his estate, up to $1,000,000, 
to his widow, the former Lady Syl- 
via Ashley of England. 

Fairbanks left $10,000 to Charlies 
L. (Chuck) Lewis, former Univer- 
sity of Missouri football star and 
track man, who was his personal 
adviser and athletic trainer. 

The movie hero, who died in 
Santa Monica, Cal., Dec. 12, left 
twelve-fortieths of his property, up 
to $600,000, to his son, Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr., and 3400,000 to his 
“brother and other relatives.“ 

The will was execyted Nov. 2, 
1936, shortly after Fairbanks had 
married Lady Ashley. A _ consid- 
erable part of his property was in 
United Artists, film producing con- 
cern in which Miss Pickford is a 
partner. She now is the wife of 
the actor, Buddy Rogers. 

Among the bequests was $10,000 
to the Motion Picture Actors Re- 
lief Fund of Los Angeles. The will 
did not mention Fairbanks’ first 
wife, the former Beth Sully, moth- 
er of Douglas Jr. She is now mar- 
ried to Jack Whiting, actor.

Cecil. B. Engel, who _ profited 
through straw party deals in real 
estate of building and loan asso- 
ciations, has been expelled from 
membership in the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange, it was announced 


today. 

His expulsion was ordered by the 
board of directors of the exchange 
for “unethical and improper busi- 
ness conduct,” on charges filed by 
the Ethics Committee. 

It was charged that he bought 
a piece of St. Louis real estate from 
the Greene County Building & Loan 
Association of Springfield, Mo., 
through a straw party, without dis- 
closing to the board of directors 
that he was the real purchaser. He 
made a substantial profit in the 
deal through resale of the property. 

Last November he was acquitted, 
in a verdict directed by Circuit 
Judge Guy D. Kirby of Springfield, 
of a charge of defrauding the as- 
sociation in obtaining a $450 com- 
mission from the association for 
selling the property to himself. In 
sustaining a defense motiofi for the 
verdict, Judge Kirby took. State’s 
attorneys to task for not prepar- 
ing their case properly, 

Engel was a member of the 
grand jury here, which investigat- 
ed, in the fall of 1938, the profita- 
ble straw party deals of the Joseph 
F. Dickmann Real Estate Co. in 
properties of closed State banks. 
The jury voted a no true bill, that 
is, no indictment. 

Later the Post-Dispatch diselosed 
that Engel, before serving on the 


straw party deals in real estate of 
the defunct Croatian-American 
Building & Loan Association of St. 
Louis, for which he was selling 
agent, and also had turned the deal 
in Springfield. 

The Dickmann company was sus- 
pended from the exchange a year 
ago as a result of its straw party 
deals in closed bank properties for 
which it was selling agent. The 
suspension was to remain in effect 
until disposition of the two civil 
suits against the firm to recover 
about $14,000 in profits and com- 
missions alleged to have been made 
by it in deals for properties of the 
closed Lowell Bank and the closed 
Kirkwood Trust Co. The two suits 
still are pending.

CHICAGO, Jan. 5 (AP).—Lord 
Lothian, British Ambassador to the 
United States, said last night that 
the “real prize” of the war between 
Germany and the Allies “is not ter- 
ritory but sea 
power. For 
that is the real 
key to victory.“ 

In an address 
before the Chica- 
go Council on 
Foreign Relations 
he also stated 
that the Nazis 
probably would 
throw all their 
forces into a 
“terrific attack by 
land, air and sea” 
early in the spring 
“on France and on 
the basis of Brit- 
ish naval and Lord Lothian. 
aerial power.” 

He suggested that, after the 
war, in the event of allied vic- 
tory, would come opportunity for 
a liberal settlement based on some 
system of federalism for the man- 
agement of European internal af- 
fairs. 

He explained British views on the 
struggle for sea supremacy thus: 

“If Germany can defeat England 
either by direct attack upon her 
naval and sea communications or 
on France through Belgium or the 
Maginot line and compel us to sur- 
render our fleet or a large part of 
it and the naval bases whereby 
fleets may travel all over the globe, 
Germany wih then be on top of the 
world. 

“The opposition to her in Europe 
will disappear. Most of the other 
mations will hasten to get on her 
band wagon and she will de able to 
dictate the basis upon which world 
politics shall be conducted. 

Strangulation by Blockade. 

“If the German thrust for sea 
power fails, it is only a question of 
time before the relentless pressure 
of the blockade upon her capacity 
to carry on the war effectively will 
end in the defeat of her purpose 
and the democracies will then have 
the chance of determining the kind 
of world in which we are to live.” 

Lord Lothian said all current in- 
dications pointed to the probability 
that Germany would attempt to 
gain a decision over England and 
France early this spring, and that 
she would “use every weapon in 
her armory.” 

“The object of war is to reach a 
decision and Germany cannot af- 
ford to wait,” he added. “More- 
over, from the point of view of the 
Wational Socialist party and the 
militarists who support it, not only 
is there a chance of a rapid de- 
cision today but it is a decision 
which may give them the supreme 
prize, world empire. That chance 
may never come again. Nazi Ger- 
many is in a better position to win 
it today than she was in the last 
war.” 

But, he declared, the Allies are 
confident they can repel the at- 
tack. He advanced the opinion that 
it would not be long thereafter 
“before Hitlerism itself goes down 
in defeat.” 

If “Hitler and his friends” should 
win the war and seize Britain’s sea 
power, Lord Lothian said, the 
world “might get peace but it 
would be a peace with the light of 
liberty gone out.” 

European Federation. 

With reference to after-the-war 
arrangements, he said: 

“We feel that the only founda- 
tion for a stable and liberal world 
will be the control of the seas on 
agreed principles by the democra- 
cies. 

“The general British view is 
clear,” he continued. “The kind of 
world of which the democracies 
dreamed 20 years ago was not a 
false dream. . . But it is now clear 
that in 1919 none of us understood 
what it was necessary to do if our 
hopes were to be fulfilled, The 
ideals which lay behind the League 
of Nations can only succeed if all 
its members are democracies. The 
Covenant of the League was too 
rigid. It had no effective machin- 
ery for making changes peacefully.

Finland before Christmas now have 
been forced .into the indignity of 
constructing defensive positions — 
what might be called the initial 
phases of a “Molotov line.” Ac- 
cording to good sources the Rus- 
sians are digging in between the 
Viipuri-Léeningrad Railroad and 
Muolla and between Muolla and 
Lake Suvanto, directly opposite the 
entire center of the Finns’ Manner- 
heim line. 

This marks a new phase in the 
Russian-Finnish war. As yet its 
full meaning is not clear. The 
Seventh Red Armv Corps on the 
isthmus may be constructing de- 
fensive fortifications for the dura- 
tion of the winter, or they may be 
building strong lines which would 
facilitate offensives elsewhere on a 
still larger scale. 

In any case, it is noteworthy that 
the Soviet forces have been com- 
pelled to abandon purely offensive 
tactics on the very front where 
their heaviest and most relentless 
drives have been launched. 

It may be equally important that 
the Reds as yet are only barricad- 
ing themselves behind trenches, 
tank traps and pillboxes in the 
heart of the isthmus. Unless they 
extend this “Molotov line” all the 
Way across, it will be impossible 
for them to hold the center with 
reduced forces and to concentrate 
much heavier troops and materials 
for drives against either of the 
wings of the Mannerheim line. 

Speculation on Attack. 

On the eastern flank, Lake Su- 
vanto and the Taipale River consti- 
tute a strong natural position for 
the Finns. On the western side, the 
Soviets have made the most prog- 
ress, and the terrain is less favor- 
able for the Finns. One wonders, 
therefore, whether the Reds may 
be preparing for an unprecedented 
drive directly to Viipuri. 

Almost nightly, since before 
Christmas, Soviet long-range artil- 
lery has been bombarding Viipuri. 
It has been established that this 
mysterious artillery consists of 
four or five specially constructed 
eight-inch naval guns. They are 
movable and their positions are 
changed daily. They fire what is 
described as a new type of aerody- 


like a pine cone, giving additional 
carrying power to the shell. | 

Thus far, more than 80 of these 
projectiles have been hurled on Vil- 
puri from a distance of 20 miles. 
Since their explosive, strength is 
limited, they have not caused any 
great damage. The guns are fired at 
shifting points between the Viipuri- 
Leningrad Railroad and the Kasen 
River. 


Red Infantry Improved. 

Russian infantry attacks, at first 
in mass formation and extremely 
amateurish, have greatly improved. 
The majority of the Soviet troops 
are still badly trained, but elite 
Red shock troops are now mixed 
with them and shifted, from one 
sector to another, wherever new at- 
tacks are launched. The shock 
troops do not advance en masse 
like the inexperienced conscripts, 
but the Finnish soldiers say they 
have not shown any capacity for dis- 
ciplined fire even though they carry 
first-class rifles equipped with 
telescopic sights. : 

In the first weeks of the war, 
Soviet tanks advanced without in- 
fantry support. Now the infantry 
goes with them and the Red tank 
corps, after enormous losses, oper- 
ates ‘with far greater prudence 
than previously. The types of 
tanks used by the Soviets are 
Christie, Vickers, Renault and 
Ford—all manufactured in Russia 
on foreign models—and a fifth type 
is a 38-ton giant said to have been 
developed by the Russians them- 
selves. 5 

The Russians’ 33-ton tank is the 
most striking weapon they have 
yet revealed. It carries one 75 milli 
meter cannon, two 37 millimeter 
cannons and four machine guns, 
and its armor is 37 millimeters 
thick. Due to heavy snows it has 
not yet been used extensively. 

Red tank losses already have 
amounted to several hundreds—due 
largely to the Finns’ extremely ef- 
fective tank traps and their skillful 
use of cylindrical “man holes” 
from which they throw grenades 
and bottles of gasoline directly un- 
der the tanks as they pass. 

It is stated that the Soviets vir- 
tually have abandoned light artil- 
lery for medium 105 millimeter 
guns. Russian marksmanship also 
has improved as better gunners 
are brought up. But the Bolshev- 
ists are still completely baffled 
about finding the Finnish artillery. 
According to qualified experts, Rus-

We profoundly hope that the 
nationg will think out, far more 
thoroughly than they did last time, 
how the world can be economically 
reconstructed when the present war 
is over 

“And may I add this. The British 
Government is not trying to drag 
you (Americans) into this war. It 
knows that no democracy will ac- 
cept the hideous consequences of 
war unless it is convinced that its 
own vital interests, which include 
its ideals. are at stake. It knows, 
too, that there is nothing on which 
the American people are more de- 
termined than to avoid entangle- 
ment in Europe, and to pursue 
their own independent interna- 
tional policy, free from alliances 
and commitments to other nations. 
If ever you are driven to action, 
it will not be because of propa- 
ganda, but because of the relentless 
march of events.”

Automatic Fire Along 
Northern Flank. 


PARIS, Jan. 5 (AP).—French ar- 
tillery today pounded German vil- 


lages 10 miles behind the Western 
front, military sources reported, as 
patrol activity continued along the 
entire Northern flank. 

French heavy shells were aimed 
at breaking up concentrations of 
German patrol troops. At the same 
time, 75-millimeter shells were 
rained on the German side of no- 
man’s land to hinder enemy scout- 
ing forays. 

Both French and German patrol 
activities were accompanied by in- 
cessant automatic fire. French mili- 
tary sources said that despite the 
intensified exchanges there had 
been no change in the opposing 
consolidated lines. 

The high command’s morning 
communique merely said there was 
“local patrol activity on both sides.” 

Yesterday, about 2500 French and 
German soldiers fought a dawn-to- 
dusk skirmish against a background 
of heavy firing from both sides. 

The activity, these sources said, 
extended along a 100-mile front be- 
tween the Moselle River and the 
Rhine as German patrols aban- 
doned their night scouting forays 
for a series of daylight raids. 

The French responded with a 
series of patrol thrusts, and be- 
tween 1200 and 1300 men of each 
side were drawn into the fighting. 

One French patrol, military ad- 
vices said, penetrated nearly two 
miles into enemy territory and re- 
turned with valuable information. 
Another patrol in the Vosges Moun- 
tains was said to have engaged two 
German detachments totaling about 
200 men, and although greatly out- 
numbered met the Nazis with a 
withering cross fire that forced 
them to retire with “heavy losses.” 

Clear weather brought a resump- 
tion of aerial activity by both sides. 
Four French air force units were 
reported to have flown 250 miles 
beyond the border into Western 
Germany, while several Nazi scout- 
ing planes approached the Paris 
area. 


Nazis Report Continued Artillery 
and Air Scouting Activity.

A woman of seemingly inex- 
haustible energy, she proved to be 
an object of some amazement to 
the crew around Cleveland Airport, 
where she learned to fly. “After 
I'd soloed an hour,” she said, “I 
got caught in a fog. I think the 
boys had given up the ghost, but I 
looked around and found a pretty 
good field and just set her down 
there.” 

With that accomplishment be- 
hind her, Mrs. Davis settled down 
to serious flying. She has tackled 
every kind of plane known to man, 
and says she.is the only woman 
in the world with a 4-M rating, 
which means she can fly the largest 
multi-motored transport ships.

There's 
no use in trying to hide that, it’s 
printed right on my license. I’m 
full of energy,” she added. “I play 
a rattling good game of golf, won 
a women’s tournament not long 
ago and I do a lot of social work 
with the Junior League.” 


She neither drinks nor smokes, 
but does not consider her flying 


success due to that entirely. “I use 
my noodle,” she said. “When Tm 
up in the air I mind my P’s and 
Q’s. Boy, you've got to!” In an- 
swer to a question as to what peo- 
ple think about when they're bat- 
ting across the country 230 miles 
an hour all day, she replied, “Noth- 
ing, not a thing.”

Davis said, “I’m going straight as 
the crow filles from here to Miami 
and if I get any help Tm not going 
down at Atlanta to gas-up.” She 
explained that help meant a tail 
wind.

Hibbert, head of the books, supplies 
and equipment division, to permit 
re-examination of his bank account 
was shown as the Instruction Com- 
mittee of the Board again discussed 
charges of inefficiency against him 
gt a private meeting yesterday. 

Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, commit- 
tee chairman, announced after the 
meeting that no decision had been 
reached but that a recommendation 
probably would be made either by 
the committee or Superintendent of 
nstruction Henry J. Gerling at 
the monthly meeting of the Board 
next Tuesday evening. 

Hibbert, whose business and pri- 
wate affairs have been under in- 
vestigation by the Board and au- 
ditors for several months, can be 
removed only on recommendation 
ot Dr. Gerling or by abolition of his 
job. He defended himself at a pub- 
lic hearing last Tuesday evening 
but refused to permit auditors to 
re-examine his bank account to 
learn the source of two checks de- 
posited in the account, one for 
$285, the other for $252. 

Members Changing Minds. 

It has been learned that several 
Board members, formerly sympa- 
thetic toward Hibbert, have 
changed their minds as a result 
of the position taken by Hibbert, 
who contended that the account, 
shared also by his wife, son, daugh- 
ter and mother, was a private mat- 
ter and not the Board’s business. 

The Instruction Committee, at 
its meeting yesterday, also ap- 
proved the recommendation of Ger- 
ling that Philip J. Hickey, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the board, be ap- 
pointed to a new job, to be known 
as assistant superintndent in 
charge of business affairs, in addi- 
tion to his present duties. Hickey, 
a former son-in-law of Gerling, 

* would receive no increase in his 
a salary of $7500 a year. 

The new office, having to do with 
budget control and co-ordination 
of activities of various depart- 
nents, was recommended in the re- 
port of George D. Strayer last 
spring and has since been urged 
by Mark D. Eagleton, president of 
the board. Appointment of Hickey, 
effective Jan. 15, will be recom- 
mended at the board meeting next 
Tuesday. 

Could Abolish Hibbert Job. 

Dr. Hofmeister said a conference 
of board officers would be held 
toon to work out details of Hickey’s 
duties in the new job, which likely 
will include some of those now per- 
formed by Hibbert. It has been 
pointed out most of the functions 
of Hibbert’s office could be as- 
signed to Hickey, thereby making 
possible the abolition of Hibbert’s 
job. 

One of Hickey’s duties would be 
as a sort of liaison officer between 
departments, Dr. Hofmeister said. 
He would determine the reasonable- 
ness of requests between depart- 
ment heads, as for example when 
the Instruction Department would 
ask that building alterations be 
made by the building department. 

Dr. Hofmeister cited one example 

* of unnecessary expense, resulting 
from lack of co-ordination, in which 

the Building Commissioner, ‘to keep 

peace in the family,” agreed against 

his better judgment to build an 

$1100 partition in a school at the 

request of the principal. Later the 

partition had to be removed at a 
cost of $400. 

On recommendation of Gerling, 
the committee approved discontinu- 
ance of the second semester play- 
ground instructors’ course, because 
there was a waiting list of about 
5 of last year’s graduates who had 
not been able to get summer work.

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COAL REPORT ASSERTS 
USERS CAN PAY MORE 


Supports Rise of 9 Cents for 
Home Consumers, 20 Cents 
for Industry. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP) — 
A $44,000,000 jump in the national 
coal bill was described by the Con- 


sumers’ Counsel Division today as 


“not an exorbitant price” to pay 
for stabilization of the soft coa in- 
dustry. 

The Consumers’ Counsel Division | 
is a branch of the United States 
Department of the Interior and 
represents the public in questions 
involving the coal industry. 

The division's statement was 
made in outlining plans for testi- 


mony before the Bituminous Coal | 
Division now conducting hearings 
on minimum prices for sale of cogl 
at the mines. 

A study of the proposed prices, 
said Frederic L. Kirgis, director of 
the Consumers’ Counsel Division, 
chowed proposed minimum rates 
boosted domestic coals—those used 
for heating and cooking—an av- 
erage of 9 cents a ton, while prices 
for industrial sizes would increase 
20 cents a ton. 

He said those rates “tend toward 
equalizing the fair share of the 
costs, which has not been borne by 
industrial users.” But added: 

Urges Further Revisions. 

“The Consumers’ Counsel Division 
believes that further revisions are 
economically justifiable and neces- 
sary for consumers’ interests.” 

Kirgis said the study on which 
his statement was based covered 
coal consumers in St. Louis, East 
St. Louis, Indianapolis, Buffalo, 
Akron, Davenport, Rock Island, St. 
Paul, Toledo, Moline, Minneapolis, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Detroit and 
Chicago. 

“The average increase in mini- 
mum prices for all coal, including 
railroad coals and coals used for 
by-product use, as well as coal 
shipped by river, lake and trucks, 
has been estimated at about 11 
cents a ton,” he said. 

“On the basis of the estimated 
1939 production of 400,000,000 tons— 
55,000,000 above the 1938 figure, be- 
ing 179,000,000 below the high mark 
of 579,000,000 tons in 1918, the in- 
crease would amount to about 544, 
000,000 a year. 

Domestic Consumers’ Ratio. 

“Since domestic consumers ac- 
count for only about 20 per cent of 
all bituminous coal used in the 
United States, this means that the 
total increase to the domestic fuel 
bill of the nation will not exceed 
$9,000,000. It should be emphasized 
that the proposed minimum prices 
are prices at the mine and are set 
only to equal average cost of pro- 
duction for each price area. 

“Recurring warfare in that indus- 


try, resulting from desperate price 


competition, depending in large 
part upon wage cutting and involv- 
ing violent fluctuations in location 
and amount of employment, has 
taken an appalling toll of lives and 
money in the past 40 years. 

“About 25 per cent of all coal 
production is consumed by the rail- 
roads; about 20 per cent by some 
60,000,000 domestic consumers, and 
the other 55 per cent by most of 
the industrial plants, either direct- 
ly or after the coal has been con- 
verted into electric power.”

WOODRUM, BYRNES 
BACK RELIEF BUDGET 


Two Who Usually Push Aid 
Bills for Roosevelt Approve 
$1,300,000,000 Limit. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP).— 
Two men who usually carry the 
dan on relief legislation in Congress 
Senator Byrnes (Dem.), South 
Carolina, and Representative Wood- 
rum (Dem.), Virginia—appeared 
agreed today that the country could 
get along with the $1,300,000,000 re- 
net appropriation set up by Presi- 


dent Roosevelt in the new budget. 
This is $500,000,000 under the esti 
mated expenditures for the current 
fiscal year. 

Byrnes told reporters he thought, 
by dint of much cutting of corners, 
the WPA could make $1,000,000,000 
last through the next fiscal year. 
Woodrum recently estimated that 
figure would be enough. 


The President, in his budget 
message, said he relied on the con- 
tinued expansion of business to in- 
crease employment. 

He left the way open to revise 
his estimates and ask for more 
funds later if business fails to im- 
prove according to his expecta- 
tions. 


Would Out WPA Jobs. 


The relief reduction would have 
the following results: 

A slash in WPA employment 
from an average of 1,850,000 indi- 
viduals this year to an average of 
1,350,000 next year. 

Cutting down employment by the 
National Youth Administration 
from 706,000 to 600,000. 


Lowering the monthly average 
enrollment in the CCC from 295,000 
to 230,000. 

Operating the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration at about 80 per cent 
of the current level. 


“I do not believe,” Roosevelt told 
Congress, “that the majority of 
people in this country want to see 
the work relief programs for the 
coming year reduced below $1,300,- 
000,000.” 

The public works program, 
linked closely with the relief agen- 
cies in supplying jobs for the 
needy, likewise felt the presiden- 
tial pruning knife. 

Rosevelt said that the adminis- 
tration expected to spend $1,100,- 
000,000 on public works in the year 
starting next July 1, a reduction of 
about $300,000,000,

General works, such as construc- 
tion of dams, improvement of rivers 
and harbors, and erection of Fed- 
eral buildings, he said, would take 
$641,281,5v0. That means virtually 
no new projects. 

The Public Works Administra- 
tion, once a multi-billion dollar 
agency, will be down to $122,750,000. 
It has been in a process of liquida- 
tion for some time.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
issued today an order withdrawing 
a previous ruling delisting the stock 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad for 
failure to amend registration state- 
ments and annual reports for the 
years 1935 and 1936. 

The commission Dec. 6 had given 
trustees for the railroad 30 days in 
which to file amendments. Wednes- 
day Guy A. Thompson, a trustee in 
bankruptcy, and -Russell L. Dear- 
mont, attorney for the trustees, 
filed amendments which the com- 
mission today held were satisfac- 
tory. 

The controversy arose over quar- 
terly payments made by the railroad 
to the Guaranty Trust Co, in New 
York in connection with a contract 
entered into by Missouri Pacific 
with the Alleghany Corporation, a 
Van Sweringen holding company. In 
1931 and 1932 Missouri Pacific made 
payments of $3,200,000 under this 
contract and carried the payments 
as assets under the heading of “spe- 
cial deposits.” 

Price, Waterhouse & Co., audi- 
tors for the line, filed a brief argu- 
ing in favor of such a listing but 
the SEC found the arguments “un- 
convincing.” 

Delisting o a stock is one of the 
most drastic actions that the SEC 
is empowered to take against a 
corporation. The SEC ruling of a 
month ago had ordered the delist- 
ing of both common and preferred 
Missouri Pacific stock. 


MEXICO TO PROCEED ALONE 
IN SETTING OIL INDEMNITIES 


Foreign Firms Fail to Appoint Ex- 
perts to Aid in Valuing 
Expropriated Property. 

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 5 (AP).— 
With the expiration today of a 
five-day period for foreign oil com- 
panies to appoint experts to aid 
in evaluating their expropriated 
properties, and no appointments 
made, official quarters said the 
Government would proceed inde- 
pendently to determine the 
amounts of indemnification. 

The Federal District’s Civil Court 
set the five-day period and de- 
clared the companies would be in 
“rebellion” against the Govern- 
ment if they failed to comply. 

A spokesman for the Govern- 
ment Oil Administration said an 
official denial would be issued to- 
day of a published report that the 
administration’s executive had ap- 
pealed to workers to end a “state 
of anarchy” in the industry. 

The Tampico newspaper El 
Mundo said yesterday a “disastrous 
situation of the industry” had been 
reviewed in a memorandum to 
union oil workers from Vicente 
Cortes Herrera, general manager 
of Petroleos Mexicanos. 


STORE SALES SHOW LOSS 


Reported 2.5 Per Cent Less Than 
Th se of Year Ago. 

Department store sales in St. 
Louis last week were 2.5 per cent 
less than for the corresponding 
period in 1938, and 58.6 per cent 
under sales in the week preceding, 
the Federal Reserve Bank reported 
today. 

Sales for the four weeks ended 
Dec. 30, 1939, were 7.5 per cent 
above those of the last four weeks 
in 1938. 


AUDITOR VAGUE 
ON HOLIDAY CARDS 
SENT PENSIONERS 


Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 5.— 
State Auditor Forrest Smith, au- 
thor of the famous “Dear Pen- 
sioner” letters to old folks on the 
State old-age pension rolls, said yes- 
terday that Christmas cards mailed 
out by him may have: gone to 
some of the pensioners, but em- 
phatically denied he had sent cards 
to the approximately 79,000 pension- 
ers on the roll. 

Inquiry was prompted by a cor- 
respondent to the People’s Column 
of the Post-Dispatch who wondered 
if the cards had gone to all of the 
pensioners. The “Dear Pensioner” 
letters went to them in the 1936 
campaign. Smith denied the cards 
went to all on the rolls, asserting 
the inquiry was too ridiculous to 
talk about. 

“I may have sent out several 
hundred or several thousand 
cards,” Smith said, “but they did 
not cost the State a cent. I al- 
ways mail Christmas cards to my 
friends and it is my private busi- 
ness to whom I mail them or how 
many I mailed.” 

He said it was likely cards went 
to some of the pensioners who cor- 
respond with his department at 
times as to why their checks did 
not arrive, or other matters. 


PROF. GRAEBNER QUESTIONS 
NAMING OF ENVOY TO VATICAN 


Writes There Is Grave Doubt Roose- 
velt’s Plea Will Help Cause of 
Peace and Humanity. 

Editorials in which Prof. Theo- 
dore Graebner of Concordia Sem- 
inary questions President Roose- 
velt’s appointment of a personal 
representative to the Vatican and 
his Christmas message to the Pope 
and American leaders of the Prots- 
tant and Jewish faiths appear in 
the forthcoming Lutheran Witness, 
publication of the Missouri Synod 
of the Lutheran Church. 

Of the President’s plea for com- 
bined religious action in world af- 
fairs, the Witness editorializes,

know what is being planned or 
what is even now accomplished, to 
be revealed to use when it seemeth 
good to our political leaders. That 
which is given to the newspaper 
and the radio.is mere window-dress- 
ing. Only two things seem clear: 
We are becoming involved; and the 
separation of Church and State, 
which guarantees to us religious 
freedom, is in danger.”

650 U. S. RADIO STATIONS 
TO BE GIVEN NEW FREQUENCIES 


Communications Board Makes 
Tentative Allocations to Those 
Above 740 Kilocycles. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AF) 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission has tentatively assigned 
new frequencies to more than 650 
radio stations in the United States. 
The new frequencies will become 
effective at a date to be set by 


the commission before Dec. 28, 


1940, a year after ratification by 
Mexico of the North American 
regional broadcasting agreement. 
Mexico’s ratification put the agree- 
ment into effect, since Canada, 
Cuba, Haiti, and the United States, 
other participants in the 1937 Ha- 
vana radio conference, previously 
had ratified it. 

“Many interference problems 
which have developed between sta- 
tions in the North American coun- 
tries will be eliminated by the allo- 
cation provided in the treaty,” the 
FCC said. United States stations 
now operating on less than 740 kilo- 
cycles will not be affected, but all 
other stations will move to new 
channels,

Mrs. Herrick also testified that 
the men she accused of “OGPU” 
actions objected to her policy of 
bringing employers and employes 
fogether in joint conferences. 

The two, Fred G. Krivonos and 
Robert M. Gates, put their crit-

Group Fearing Influence of 
Politics Prepares for Con- 
test at Stockholders’ 
Meeting. 


Stockholders of the St. Louis 
Horse Show Association, Inc., who 
last June 1 successfully resisted 
what they considered to be an at- 
tempt by Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann to change the organization 
from a sportsmen’s group to a po- 
litical society, are girding for an- 
other battle on the same issue at 
the annual stockholders’ meeting 


Chase. Mayor Dickmann has been 
president of the association for four 
years, 

The meeting will consider a pro- 
posal to rescind action taken last 


July 6 when the association’s arti- 
cles were amended to permit it to 
buy, sell, hold or transfer shares of 
its own capital stock when this may 
be done without impairing its capi- 
tal or adversely affecting the posi- 
tion of creditors. 

The group opposed to this pro- 
vision contend that the required 
legal notice of the July meeting 
was not given and that parliament- 
ary procedure was faulty, thereby 
invalidating the action. They as- 
sert the amendment would make it 
possible for a group to gain dic- 
tatorial control over the affairs of 
the association, which operates on 
a non-profit basis, pays no divi- 
dends and turns over to the fire- 
men’s pension fund any profits 
from its shows. 

Known Nationally for Shows. 

“It has taken seven years to build 
the association which now is recog- 
nized nationally for its horse 
shows,” one sportsman said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “We are 
opposed to any action that will di- 
rectly or indirectly make it any- 
thing but an independent sports- 
man’s organization.” 

The change in the association’s 
articles, it was explained, requires 
but a majority vote of its 203 shares. 

The proposal defeated at the June 
1 meeting required a two-thirds af- 
firmative vote. It would have 
changed the corporate form of the 
association by obtaining a pro 
forma decree as an educational and 
philanthropic organization without 
stock, limiting each of 104 persons 
now holding stock to one vote for 
directors. Under the present or- 
ganization, as a regular business 
corporation, a vote for each share 
of stock may be cast for each of 
the candidates for director or, if 
there were four places to be filled, 
four votes might be cast for one 
candidate. This method of voting 
tends to prevent complete control 
by any one faction. 

Dickmann’s Statement. 

Mayor Dickmann has denied that 
he was seeking to control the or- 
ganization and said the change in 
corporate form was desirable be- 
cause it would free the association 
of the necessity of making periodi- 
cal franchise and capital stock tax 
returns. Cumulative voting, he 
said last June in a letter to stock- 
holders, “often results in embar- 
rassment in the conduct of the af- 
fairs of the organization by reason 
of the opportunity it affords for a 
comparatively small number to give

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The Hurricane“ Hits 


More Accurately Than 
In Previous Battles 


Hammerin’ Henry Slows Down to 246 Punches in 
13 Minutes of Fighting at Auditorium—Challen- 
ger Gets Up Off Floor Three Times in First.

Two hundred and forty-six punches to the head and body, and there 


was Joe Ghnouly squatting on the canvas taking the count just as 
everyone expected him to be, blasted by the dynamite in the gloves of 


Henry Armstrong. 


But, for lasting as long as he 
did in the welterweight champion- 
ship fight at the Auditorium last 
night, Ghnouly should receive 
credit. Knocked down three times 
in the first round, he wasn’t put 
away until one minute and 34 sec- 
onds of the fifth. 

Those 246 punches, many of 
which were tearing, bruising things, 
were counted at the ringside on a 
mechanical tabulator by Elmer 
Haase, who sometimes serves as a 
ring judge. He said he kept only 
those that would be good for points 
in scoring. 

Ghnouly tried to stay out of 
reach of Armstrong’s exploding 
fists. Occasionally he attempted 
blows of his own, but nearly every 
time he moved close to the Negro 
he got hurt. 

The smashing power of Arm- 
strong was perfectly evident and 
Ghnouly hardly could have been 
censured had he called it a day 
after the first round which must 
have been an eternity to him. 

The round seemed a long one to 
some of those watching, but time- 
keeper Freddy Gilmaster said it 
was the usual three minutes. 

Without Ceremony. 
At first Ghnouly attempted to 


lead but he soon had enough of 


Armstrong’s uppercuts. Then, the 
Negro broke out his big guns. 

A left to the jaw dropped Ghnou- 
ly. He took a count of nine before 
getting up. Immediately Arm- 
strong moved in again. A left and 
right to the jaw and Joe was down 
again for nine. But he got to his 
feet and backed away. Armstrong 
leaped at him, hooking a crushing 
left again, and for the third time 
Joe went down. But he got up.

Joe Medwick’s conference with 
Branch Rickey, which ended 
without any pen anti ink action 
in the dotted line department, is 
not very en to Cardi- 
nal fans who hoped that the slug- 
ging left-fielder would be signed 
and satisfied this year and that 
there would be no repetition of 
the long-drawn-out salary con- 
troversy of the spring of 1939. 

Apparently there is a sizeable 
difference betwéen what Joe 
thinks he ought to have and what 
the Cardinals named as their first 
offer. Neither Joe nor Rickey 
will discuss the situation for pub- 
lication, but it is not difficult to 
draw a fairly accurate picture of 
the state of affairs. 

Medwick, signing after a stub- 
born holdout last year, felt that. 
he was being forced to accept 
terms which he considered un- 
satisfactory and inasmuch as he 
had a fairly good year last sea- 
son, he probably will seek a con- 
tract with a salary increase to 
offset the $2000 cut he accepted 
in his 1939 contract. 

To get even, Joe would have 
to draw $22,000 for 1940, which 
would give him an average of 
$20,000 for the three years fol- 
lowing his spectacular 1937 sea- 
son, when he led the major league 
batters with .374, and won the 
National League most valuable 
player award: In view of the 
fact that the Cardinals attracted 
411,000 cash customers at home 
and made enough money to de- 
clare a dividend of $10 a share, 
Joe undoubtedly feels that the 
club now can afford to pay him 
a better salary. 


The Other Side of It. 


The Cardinal front office, on 
the other hand, can argue that 
$18,000 is not peanut money and 
that inasmuch as Joe was re- 
warded with a substantial in- 
crease after his great record of 
1937, he ought to be willing to 
work for less oughday after suf- 
fering shrinkage of the batting 
average. 

Clubs usually contend that 
there are other players to be con- 
sidered, and that the Jimmy 
Browns and the Terry,, Moores 
and the Mizes are entitled to in- 
creases, to bring them nearer the 
top salary brackets.

Brain Operation 
To Save Fighter 
Injured by Conn 


PITTSBURGH. Jan. 5 (AP). — 
Surgeons early today removed a 


blood clot from the brain of Jim 
Lindsay in an effort to save the 
young middleweight boxer’s life. 

He has a cerebral contusion suf- 
fered while working out with light 
heavyweight champion Billy Conn.

His manager, Johnny Ray, 
gaid Lindsay appeared in perfectly 
good health after the workout.

This regulation, which has caused 
considerable confusion and some 
protests from business concerns 
since it was proposed by Smith's 
department, was to have become ef- 
fective Jan. 15. Smith said today 
that the effective date had been 
postponed indefinitely, pending 
some decision on a uniform ruling 
between Missouri and adjoining 
states. 

Under this proposed regulation, 
if the sale contract were completed 
between the seller and buyer in 
Missouri, but the property sold was 
shipped to the purchaser from a 
warehouse or factory in some other 
state, the State sales tax would ap- 
ply, notwithstanding the interstate 
character of the shipment. Smith

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Quake Makes Turkey Vulnerable 
To Possible Invasion by Russia 


Fletcher Pratt Points Out How Defenses 
Have Been Weakened and Communica- 
tions Cut by Disaster in Anatolia.

N “The Light That Failed”—the 

book, not the present movie—the 

old reporter is always remark- 
ing thht there will be trouble in the 
Balkans in the spring. Ever since 
the start of the present war, old 
reporters have been making the 
same crack whenever there was a 
shortage of actual war news. But 
now, the Finns and their weather 
permitting, it really looks as though 
there might be some Balkan trou- 
ble in the spring. 

For an unpredictable and dan- 
gerous element has been intro- 
duced into the military situation— 
the Turkish earthquake. It seems 
perfectly clear that it is one. of 
the worst disasters of recent his- 
tory, quite comparable with the 
great Japanese quake of Septem- 
ber, 1923. : 

To understand how this affects 
the military situation it is only nec- 
essary to remember the military 
results of the Japanese temblor. It 
was clear before that earlier quake 
that the Japanese were going to 
launch the drive into Northern 
China which subsequently resulted 
in the establishment of the puppet 
state in Manchoukuo, and by slow 
stages, to the present effort at con- 
quest. The famous 19 demands 
had already been presented; there 
were already Japanese troops fight- 
ing on the Chinese mainland. 

The earthquake virtually halted 
Japanese naval construction for 
three years, paralyzed the economic 
life of the country for five and de- 
layed the drive into North China 
for nine. In other words, it left 
Japan incapable of serious military 
effort for about five years. 


Wide Damage in Turkey. 


Turkey has just experienced a 
disaster quite as severe. Road and 
railroad communication across the 
central plateau of Asia Minor are 
completely disorganized. The toll 
of lives in Anatolia runs into many 
thousands. Whatever arsenals and 
military establishments there were 
in that country have been de- 
stroyed. The whole Turkish army 
is reported laboring at the lugubri- 
ous business of relief. 

Asia Minor is a high table land 
with deeply serrated gorges run- 


ning down to the sea in all direc- 


tions from the central plateau. All 
communication lines run from 
north to south or east to west 
across this plateau; and these are 
the communication lines that have 
been broken. It will be a matter 
of many months if not of years 
before they are again in such a 
state that an army can use them. 

That is, if Turkey were at- 
tacked by a Russian force strik- 
ing down through the Caucasus to- 
ward Mosul and its great oil fields, 
the defenders would now find it 
extremely difficult to shift an 
army to the spot and almost im- 
possible to maintain and supply it 
there. The Caucasus region is a 
wild and difficult country, but a 
military campaign there is per- 
fectly possible. Grand Duke Nich- 
olas proved it during the World 
War when he came storming 
through the passes to take Tre- 
bizond and Erzerum. 


Food and Men Reduced. 


Anatolia is the granary of Tur- 
key, its main source of staple food’ 
supplies. It has now been de- 
stroyed as a productive center for 
at least a year. The Turks will 
have to import most of the food 
they eat in 1940. Worse still, the 
loss of life in Anatolia has been 
so great that it cannot but affect 
the strength of the Turkish forces. 
The Anatolian peasants are the 
backbone of those forces—the only 
men in the Turkish armies who 
gave a spectacularly good account 
of themselves during the World 
War. 


Finally the Turks have lost their 
main sources of supply for small 
munitions, rifles, machine guns 
and bullets. Turkey always did 
have to import heavy munitions, 
such as artillery, tanks and air- 
planes. 

To sum up the military effect of 
the disastrous quake then, one may 
say that it has reduced Turkey to 
powerlessness. The reduction is 
temporary and can be repaired. But 
it comes just at the time when the 
Soviets have been making demands 
on the Turks, unspecified as to de- 
tail, but evidently of the same gen-

THE BUDGET MESSAGE. 
President Roosevelt's annual budget message was 
put together with more political skill than fiscal 
frankness, On paper, the President plans for a deft- 
eit for the year 1940-41 of $1,716,231,570—as com- 


j pared with a deficit of four billions for the current 


fiscal year. But this is hedged about with several 
conditions, some of which are clearly improbable, 

It is possible that business and industrial improve- 
ment may permit the scheduled reduction in expendi- 
tures for work relief. But it is not at all likely that 
agricultural prices will rise sufficiently to permit the 
elimination of “parity”. payments. The payments 
may be eliminated on some crops but not all. 

Even more open to question is the device of reach- 
ing into the surplus funds of various Government 
agencies, such as the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, for $700,000,000. This transfer of assets 
will be made by an extremely complicated bookkeep- 
ing maneuver, and it is highly doubtful that it would 
have been ordered except as an election-year maneuver 
to make it appear that revenues and expenditures are 
being brought more nearly into balance. This 
$700,000,000 is, of course, not revenue at all, but rep- 
resents a piece of fiscal legerdemain in which the 
Government borrows from itself. 

It is evident that the budget message was 80 
framed as to relieve the President of the necessity of 
asking Congress to increase the legal limit on the 
national debt above the current figure of 45 billion 
dollars. The deficit which the budget message pro- 
vides for carries the national debt to within $65,000,- 
000 of this limit, : 

Mr. Roosevelt asks Congress to impose an addition- 
al $460,000,000 in taxes for national defense. Unless 
Congress votes these taxes, it will have to take the 
responsibility for raising the debt limit. 

The President says to Congress, “Those who call 
for further cuts should have the courage and the 
honesty to specify where they should be made.” The 
opposition is likely to turn this challenge back with 
the statement that an executive who calls for further 
taxes should suggest what form the levy should take. 

The art of taxation in modern government is to 
get the most feathers with the least squawk. This 
technique has caused income taxes in the higher 
brackets in this country to be raised to levels that 
match the highest levied by peacetime governments 
anywhere in the world. The wealthy squawk, but 
the volume of the squawking is kept down by the 
fact that relatively few people are affected. 

Our revenues from persons of small income also 
compare favorably with the taxes imposed on this 
group in European countries in peacetime. The 
squawk here is kept down by virtue of the fact that 
the levies are in the form of concealed sales taxes. 

But the element of the population between the rel- 
atively wealthy and the relatively poor is taxed much 
less in America than in European countries. The 
reason is obvious. This class is both numerous and 
articulate, and the politicians are afraid of the howl 
they would evoke. 

What both the President and Congress need is the 
courage to levy taxes which will have the doubly sal- 
utary effect of reducing the deficits and creating re- 
sistance to extravagance in government.

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GOV. HORNER SUES THE DAILY NEWS. 

Residents of Illinois have been surprised to find 
| their Governor bringing a $250,000 libel suit against 
the Chicago Daily News and its publisher, Frank 
| Knox, Republican vice-presidential candidate in 1936. 
As the Daily News’ circulation is largely in Chicago, 
few downstaters have seen the editorial on which the 
suit is based. Residents of the Southern part of the 
State must be wondering what the shooting is about. 

The editorial in question, which appeared on the 
Daily News’ front page Dec. 21, under the two-column 
caption, “Why Delay?” dealt with the William Bioff 
extradition case. Bioff, a motion picture labor lead- 
er, now in California, has been identified as a Chi- 
cagoan, who failed to serve a six-month jail sentence 
for pandering, imposed on him 17 years ago. State’s 
Attorney Courtney asked for his return to Illinois to 
serve the old sentence. After an extradition hearing, 
Gov. Horner granted counsel for both the State and 
Bioff until Jan. 10 to file additional briefs. 

Criticising the delay, the Daily News said that the 
Governor owed “the State an explanation.” “For his 
own sake,” the editorial continued, “we hope it will 


the editorial discussed the commonness of crime in 
Chicago, attributing it to “the brazenly acknowledged 
alliance between criminals and corrupt politicians.” 
In his suit, Gov. Horner charged that the Daily News, 
by printing the editorial, sought to destroy him and 
the Democratic party in Illinois. 

Horner was justified in giving 
the State more time to file briefs before ruling on the 
extradition request. Apparently the State wanted to 
strengthen its case and felt it could do so in the in- 
terval, The Daily News’ editorial invited an explana-

But even to concede that the Governor's extension 
in the Bioff case was well founded would not-be to 
explain his suit for libel against the Daily News. The 
Daily News asked him a question—a question such 
as the Post-Dispatch has many times asked public 
officials.

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AN ULTIMATUM ON SMOKE. 

As St. Louis coughed through the. twenty-third 
smoke pall in 66 days and so got a bit ahead of 
its average of one Stygian day in every three, it was 
served with an ultimatum that should bring every 
citizen to the support of the Mayor’s committee that is 
now grappling with Municipal Problem No. 1. 

J. S. MeDonnell, president of the McDonnell Air- 
craft Corporation of Lambert-St. Louis Field, an- 
nounced that he would move this new industry from 
the city “unless a definite program is formulated in 
1940 which will assure the elimination of the smoke 
nuisance within five years.” 

Mr. McDonnell acted in response to a petition of 20 
aeronautical engineers brought here from the East 
last fall. Smoke is not unbearable at the airport, 
these men told him, but their wives are aghast at the 
thought of rearing children under the smoke pall. 

These people are not to be blamed for their at- 
titude, even if some of us have become resigned, if 
not inured, to smoke. We should be grateful to them 
for recalling our attention to a health menace that 
we have too long accepted with a grumble and a 
shrug. We owe it to ourselves to rid St. Louis of 
smoke, and if, incidentally, we can save a factory and 
its payroll for the community, so much the better. 
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ANOTHER JURISDICTIONAL DISPUTE. 

The jurisdictional labor dispute has come up again 
in this area, This time it has stopped work on three 
large buildings being erected at the University of IIIi- 
nois—the State Natural Resources Building, the Illini 
Union and Gregory Hall. There is no complaint on 
the part of workers as to union recognition, wages, 
hours or working conditions. An outsider, who said 
he represented ‘the steamfitters’ union, came into 
Urbana, called the strike and work ceased. 

The jurisdictional dispute has got to go. If labor 
does not relegate it to the junkheap, an outraged 
public opinion will.

Union business agents harassed foreign and American exhibitors 
at New York’s World of Tomorrow with strikes and arbitrary 
demands; as a result, the cost of foreign buildings alone soared 
$10,000,000 over expectations, writer declares; protests in vain.

T was one of those clear autumn nights 
=: the end of the season, and in it the New 

York World’s Fair gleamed white and pure 
under its myriad lights, a fairy city dedicat- 
ed to the highest idealism, to progress, hon- 


| esty and America’s aspirations for good will 


among men. But to Dr. Raphael Ernesto 
Lopez, the Venezuelan commissioner, the 
World of Tomorrow chiefly meant labor 
tyranny and overcharges which had caused 
a $50,000 deficit in his budget. He hurried 
breathlessly through his Government’s build- 
ing. 

“We were invited by the President of the 
United States to make a gesture of interna- 
tional good will by exhibiting a bit of Vene- 
zuela so you might see what we are. To this 
end, we were to be permitted to use native 
materials and specialists. But, once here, 
we have existed only as prey. Even little 
things!” he said. “See those mahogany stat- 
ues? A New York union demanded that its 
men carve them. It wouldn’t allow our 
sculptors to work on the grounds. Then, 
because we insisted that only our natives 
could create Venezuelan art, the movers’ 
union refused to transfer the statuary from 
their studio unless we paid a penalty rate of 
$300 for each of the five seven-foot pieces of 
wood.” 

Fifteen hundred dollars! Any expressman 
and two helpers could have done the job in 
an afternoon. ' 

“We didn’t want to displace American la- 
bor, We let the union paint that wall map, 
but only our own artists could paint those 
Venezuelan murals. Yet they were not al- 
lowed to work until we hired a union man 
to watch them. 5 

“Always delays. Strikes. Disputes. Union 
delegates telling their men not to work too 
hard, Demands. Would you believe it? 
They wouldn't complete our building unless 
we paid union men $26 a day to turn our 
lights off and on. I can't touch a switch. 


I couldn't plug in an electric razor to have 


without violating union jurisdiction. 

“I’m not anti-labor,” he said. “In my coun- 
try, where our laws are so advanced that la- 
borers share in employers’ profits and it is 
illegal to discharge a domestic servant with- 
out two weeks’ notice, they call me a So- 
clalist. But never before have I seen any- 
thing like this. Even our protests to the fair 
management came to nothing. Grover Wha- 
len requests us to exhibit again next year, 
But I ask him: How can I justify these 
expenditures to my Government? It won't

Whole Thing a Scandal, 


Says One Executive a: 


Others Voice ‘Enormous 
Dissatisfaction.’ 


LONDON, Jan. 5 (AP).—H. M. 
Cleminson, general manager of the 
United Kingdom Chamber of Ship- 
ping, declared today the nation 
would receive “with questioning if 
not even concern” the Government 
requisitioning of all high seas 
ships of the kingdom and colo- 


nies. 

He questioned whether the coun- 
try could obtain as effective serv- 
ice from the merchant marine “in 
the straitjacket of Government 
control,” and whether the basis of 
requisitioning would “be such as 
to leave British shipping III- 
equipped financially to face post- 
war competition, which is bound to 
be fierce.” 

Shipping usually is paid best 
when it is needed most, he said, 
“because then enterprise which has 
gone unrewarded receives its re- 
ward. If British shipping is to be 
able to face the future, these con- 
siderations must be faced by the 
Minister of Shipping.” 

Sir John Gilmour, the Minister 
of Shipping, emphasized that the 
requisitioning, effective Feb. 1 for 
most ships, would apply only to 
instructions on cargoes and routes, 
leaving management to the own- 
ers. 

“Whole Thing Scandal.” 

One shipping executive said the 
order would “cause enormous dis- 
satisfaction among shipowners,” 
adding, “I cannot see that more 
red tape is going to help. The 
whole thing is a scandal.” 

Cleminson said shippers were 
anxious to serve the nation and 
“avoid any suspicion of profiteer- 
ing.“ 

In Ottawa, J. G. Parmelee, Dep- 
uty Minister of Trade and chair- 
man of Canada’s Wartime Shipping 
Board, said Canada is co-operating 
closely with the United Kingdom 
in handling ship tonnage. Canada 
has virtually no merchant marine, 
he said, which necessitates charter- 
ing neutral or Allied ships to car- 
ry Canadian goods. 

Volunteers Exceed 100,000. 

The British Government dis- 
closed today ‘that volunteers for 
military service have passed the 
100,000 mark. These volunteers are 
in addition to approximately 750,- 
000 conscripts called up since the 
National Service Act became effec- 
tive in June and to 2,000,000 ex- 
pected to be conscripted during 
1940. There now are more than 
1,000,000 men under arms. 

Meanwhile, the Government 
watched closely diplomatic reper- 
cussions of the Russian-Finnish 
war, particularly with reference to 
Sweden. 

The British made it known that 
Sweden could place armament or- 
ders in this country. British firms 
already are filling orders for Fin- 
land.

It is a sign of intellectual sloth to use the alibi of bad 
times as an excuse for marking time. The leaders of tomorrow 
are not marking time today. George Washington didn’t pitch 
his tents and wait for dawn, as his surrounding enemies did. 
While they slept, he methodically put into action a plan which 
placed him far ahead of them when they yawned in the early 
morning sun. 

Recently I addressed a convention of editors. They were 
complaining about current conditions and deciding to stand 
pat until advertising revenue pepped up. But American news- 
papers today are frequently carrying inferior mrchandise of 
low reader interest when the same money could be utilized for 
improving the usefulness and readability of the column if read- 
er surveys were conducted.

THE SAME INDICTMENT can be levelled at thousands 
of business firms. They are standing back waiting for busi- 
ness to improve.

On the contrary, John Stix, home 
for the liberal five weeks’ winter 
vacation during his second year 
at such a free and easy school, 
Black Mountain College, North 
Carolina, tells me: 

“Where every effort is free and 
voluntary, you find yourse:f work- 
ing harder than you ever desired 
to work oefore. You even find 
yourself doing all kinds of manual 
tasks in the name of sport and ex- 
ercise. I've seen the transforma- 
tion take place in jitterbugs and 
jazz babies. Girls cut off their 
long dark enameled fingernails. 
They interfere with pushing a plow. 
Fellows shed floppy pants and 
lounge jackets for jeans and shorts. 
Fancy clothes are not the thing for 
— post holes and road mak- 
ng. 

“We don’t have organized ath- 
letics such as football at Black 
Mountain. Myself, I never was 
strong for manual labor, but I 
find there can be just as much 
team ‘work, good exercise and 
fun with everybody engaged at 
harvesting a crop or cleaning your 
own bedrooms as in playing a 
game, You see, Black Mountain 
is as much an experiment in com- 
munity living as in the free un- 
trammeled education of individu- 
als. You have the example of a 
group of brave pioneers; you get 
into the spirit of the thing and 
you want to see it succeed.” 

He told how the school started 
back in 1933 although I already 
knew about the “Rollins Rebels” 
who were quite a cause celebre at 
the time in academic news. A group 
of eight teachers and 19 students, 
headed by Prof. John Andrews 
Rice, seceded or were asked to 
secede, from Rollins College, Win- 
ter Park, Fla, because they rose 
on their hind legs and declared 
that for all its progressive claims, 
Rollins was full of bunk. There 
was interference with education 
by higher-ups, mere trustees and 
benefactors, who were not educa- 
tors, it was charged. The rebels 
would start a bunkless college 
where, unhampered by outside con- 
trol, free use might be made of 
tried and proved educational meth- 
ods, and new methods tried out. 
It should be an experiment in 
community and co-operative liv- 
ing, for instance, where there 
should be the importance of par- 
ticipation and responsibility of 
students as well as faculty.

O this end they went to the place 

where the word came from, Bun- 

combe County, N. Y. There on 
a slope of the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains, without capital other than 
what they could pool and raise 
among themselves, the group man- 
aged to rent a T. M. C. A. confer- 
ence summer hotel, For a year 
Black Mountain teachers drew no 
pay save for incidental expenses 
which amounted to $7.27 each per 
month.

vard. “All are expected to share 
in the work whatever we pay. It 
is all very simple, very jolly, but 
conducive to making the most of 
your time. The institution is co- 
educational because democracy is 
supposed to be co-educational.

Two students 
share a bedroom but each has a 
private study in the middle pavilion 
which houses also class rooms, gen- 
eral service and assembly rooms. 


“We fix up these studies with 
things brought from home or furni- 
ture designed and made in the 
workshops, and you can hang a 
‘Don't Disturb!” sign on the door 
of your study. The faculty and 
their wives live under the same 
roof with the students, unless they 
have large families, when they may 
have cottages on the grounds. 
There is the most informal co- 
mingling of faculty and students. 
We call the professors by their first 
names if we feel like it. We don't 
talk about democracy, we live it. 
We don’t think about getting an 
education, grasping at it, sitting in

classes and remembering a few 
things, or having it crammed down 
our throats; we experience educa- 
tion.” 


A letter from one of his profes- 
sor-advisors had preceded John 
home. It had advised his mother 
to see that he made up lost sleep, 
as he had been working long hours 
on exams and rehearsals for an 
Ibsen play in which he had taken 
the leading part. 


Why, if he hadn’t been obliged to 
work, had he overworked? 

“A great many exaggerated ru- 
mors have been spread about the 
freedom of restraint at Black Moun- 
tain,” Stix responded. “It is true, 
we need not show up at classes un- 
less we choose to. If we choose to 
play badminton all morning or sun 
ourselves on the roof instead of 
going to class there is no black 
mark against us. There are no 
rules about a certain number of 
skips per semester. But we know 
classes are in session, at rather odd 
hours, to be sure: 8:30 a, m. to 
12:30. Four p. m. to 11 at night 
or as late as a class feels inclined 
to remain or is interested. If we 
don’t choose to knock off tennis 
or swimming or the more impor- 
tant game of clearing a field to at- 
tend class, it is our own lookout. 


„But we'd better attend if we want 


to gain anything from the time 
spent there. So we do attend. At 
the end of each* term there are 
tests and examinations, Nobody is 
obliged to take them, But if you 
feel up to them, you'd better, if you 
want to know where you stand and

tests. 


“They are regarded as practice 
tests until you actually want to ad- 
vance from the junior to the senior 
division. An extremely stiff ex- 
amination is required for this ad- 
vancement. Then when you feel 
you have got all you can at Black 
Mountain—it takes about four 
years—you can petition the faculty 
to call in an outside examiner from 
a top-notch university—there are 
plenty of professors interested in 
the project who will respond, an 
advisory board of progressive edu- 
cationists, in fact—to examine you 
in the subjects in which: you have 
been majoring. That is called 
graduation. The institution is only 
six years old, but already we have 
graduates admitted as post-gradu- 
ate students at leading universities, 
some have been called to the facul- 
ties of thése universities.”
